And  this  paffport  will  be  fufficient, 
without  any  other  paper,  any  ordinance 
to  the  Country  notwithftanding  ;  which 
paffport  fhall  not  bo  deemed  requifne  to 
have  been  renewed  or  recalled,  whatever 
number  of  voyages,  the  faid  fhip  may 
have  made,  unlefs  fhe  fhall  be  returned 
home,  within  the  fpace  of  a  year. 

Proof  with  refpett  to  the  cargo  fhall 
be  certificates,  containing  the  feveral  par- 
ticulars of  the  cargo,  the  place  whence 
the  flii p  failed,  and  whither  fhe  is  bound  ;

Hamburgh  papers  in  the  German  Ian. 
guage  to  the  24th  Oct  inclufive  were  re- 
ceived ycfterday  at  the  office  of  the  Mer- 
cantile Advertifer,  by  the  brig  Thomas. 
They  detail  a  number  of  interefting  arti- 
cles, of  which  the  following  are  the  out- 
lines  t — 

On  the  15th  October,  a  plot  was  difco- 
vered  at  Paris  for  fetting  fire  to  the  ope- 
ra houfe  ;  and  about  the  fame  time  an 
unfuccefsful  attempt  was  made  to  fire  the 
powder  magazines. 

On  the  9th  October  the  firft  conful  re- 
ceived an  intimation  that  a  plot  was  in 
agitation  to  affaffinate  him  in  the  evening 
as  he  quited  tht  opera  houfe  ;  that  ele- 
ven confpirators  had  pledged  themfelvea 
to  each  other  for  the  performance  of  the 
deed  ;  and  it  would  be  prudent  in  the 
conful  to  decline  going  thither.  "  I  will 
go,"  faid  Buonaparte — and  having  named 
Moreau  as  his  fucceffor  hi  the  confulate 
he  went  to  the  opera,  in  his  accuftomed 
manner,  unattended.  The  tonfpiratcrs 
being  known,  the  officers  of  police  too' 
fuitable  precautions,  and  arretted  two  of 
the  principals,  who  confeffed  their  crim- 
nal  Intention,  and  difcovercd  their  ac- 
complices, amongft  whom  wereBarrere 
Deftrem  and  Lamarquc.

foil,  and  trull  tc  the  liberality  of  ti i« 
Farmer  anxl  Planter,  to  obviate  thole 
complaints  in  future. 

The  conditions  r>n  which  they  b  tend 
to  take  produce,  are,  the  Cafll  Pri<  s  of 
the  feveiul  articles — In  return,  they  wi  1 
continue  t<»  fell  their  gt>ods  at  their  v.  u« 
al  low  prices,  for  Caih  or  Prodnee.  Th  ift 
who  may  have  more  Produce  than  would 
be  convenient  for  them  to  take  in  Goods, 
fiiall  receive  Cafii,  by  allowing  a  reafon- 
ble  credit,  but  no  payments  will  be  mad  A 
either  in  Goods  or  Cafll,  until  the  deli- 
very of  the  articles,  and  it  is  fun  her  ex- 
pected that  none  will  folicit  an  advance, 
as  it  is  impoftible  for  them  (in  confe- 
quence of  the  numerous  difappointments 
heretofore  experienced)  either  to  difcri- 
minate,  or  to  deviate  from  this  rule.
